To the Inhabitants of the Town of Windham, in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Windham, on Tuesday the thirteenth (13) day 
of March next at nine of the clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose one Selectman, one Trustee of Trust 
Funds, one member of Cemetery Committee to serve 
for a term of three years and all necessary Town 
Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation for same. 


o. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to hire money in anticipation 
of Taxes to be paid for 1934 Tax Assessment. 


4. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the repair of Highways and Bridges for the 
year ensuing and make appropriation for same. 


5d. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen and treasurer to issue serial notes in an 
amount not exceeding four thousand ($4,000.00) for 
the purpose of retiring the note of two thousand dollars 
due the Second National Bank of Nashua, New Hamp- 
shire, and the balance now due the school district of 
the Town of Windham. To notes to be issued in 
accordance with the municipal bonding act or other 
laws of the state of New Hampshire applicable there- 
to. 
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6. To see how much money the town will raise for 
the observance of Memorial Day. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept State 
Aid Construction for Highways for the ensuing year. 


8. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount 
for the early payment of taxes or take any action re- 
lating thereto. 


9. To see what amount the Town will raise and 
appropriate for State Aid Construction on Indian 
Rock Road for 1934. 


10. By Request: To see if the town. will raise the 
sum of ($500.00) to repair the highway from Lowell 
Road (at Gross Corner) to the Martha A. Clark Estate. 


11. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road leading from David A. Campbell’s 
(Formerly known as John Bryant Farm) to the top of 
the hill by (No. 4) School house. 


12. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road from the late Moody M. Estey 
farm to Daniel Kane’s Corner. 


13. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road from the Priest Place to the 
Morrison Road, so called. 

14. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road from the Handschumocker farm 
to the Mary J. Yelland homestead, so called. 

15. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
discontinue the road from the end of the Pine Hill Road 
to the Priest Place. 

16. To see whether beer or other lawful alcoholic 
beverages shall be manufactured or sold locally as 
permitted under this act. 
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17. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
appoint a Committee of three to choose a man to act 
as foreman in charge of the Indian Rock Road, job, 
providing the Town raises money for the same. | 


18. By Request: To see if the town will vote to 
paint the whole interior of the town hall or any part 
thereof, also to clean and whiten the ceilings. The work 
to be done by contract bid, and raise money for same.

Just a word about permits. 

No person shall kindle or cause to be kindled any 
fire or shall burn or cause to be burned any material 
in or near any woodlands, pasture, brush, sprout, waste 
or cutover land, or where the fire may be communi- 
cated to such land, except when the ground is covered 
with snow, without first obtaining written permissiod 
from the forest fire warden. 
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CAMP FIRES. When permission has been obtained 
from the land owner, camp or cooking fires may be 
kindled without permission of the forest fire warden, 
at suitable times and in suitable places, when they will 
not endanger woodlands. Whoever shall kindle or 
cause to be kindled any such fire, shall totally extin- 
‘guish the same before leaving it. Build no fires on dry, 
windy days or when the woods are closed by proclama- 
‘tion. 

Every person starting a fire which gets out of control 
is liable for the cost of extinguishing it, in addition to 
the penalty of violation and the damages resulting.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Windham School Board: 

The financial statement accompanying this report 
shows, as it did last year, the actual expenses for the 
year ending June 30, 1933, the estimated expenses of 
the current year ending June 30, 1934 and the budget 
proposed for the year beginning July 1, 1934 and end- 
ing June 30, 1985. 

It appears that $6,999.00 should cover all ordinary 
school expenses for next year. It also seems reason- 
ably certain that there will be about $900 of cash on 
hand at the end of this current year. There is also 
some $200 to $300 of miscellaneous income. 

Taking all of these facts into consideration, it is 
safe to assume that a tax-levy of $6,500 plus a special 
appropriation of $200 for repairs of an unusual nature 
in the tower of the chapel will be ample. 

In general, the school work has been satisfactorily 
carried on. During the coming year, it will be neces- 
sary to add one or more series of reading books and te 
provide at least one line of geographies to make good 
such losses as are due to use.

It may also be desirable to introduce a new arith- 
metic in‘one or two schools, where for the most part 
the existing series are badly soiled and worn. 

It is to be hoped that the present teaching force may 
continue: all are teachers of experience.
